U NHEEDING the warning cries of 
witnesses 
to 
his death Luke 


White, an ex-fireman of San Francisco 
nnrt prominent member of Aerie 5, 
Order of Eagles', was drowned In the 


• treacherous waters of the 
Truckee 
River early last evening. The unfor- 
tunate man was on his way from the 
main land In a boat bound for the 
Kono Boat Clubhouse on Scott Island. 
Carried over the dam by the current, 
tl«- boat overturned and White sank 
from, (light. 
' Tlie body .was seen 
at . 7:55 by 
Charles Lane and Harry Elder, at- 
tendants at the insatie asylum, float- 
ing rapidly down stream. 


Luke White came to Reno from San 
Francisco, June 6th, and registered at 
t-ifc Hotel Nevada. 
With Frank'.Dix, 


attendant at the clubhouse, and K. 
Jeffries. White way staying on the 
island for the night. About 6:30 p. m. 
ho procured a boat on the northern 
shore and pushed into the stream. 
Willie -Baldwin, a witness to the 
tnipcdy, asked- tlie 
oarsman, if 
could swim, and warned him not to 
attempt crossing unless fo'mlliar with 
the river. White is said. to. have re- 
plied that he could cross easily. 


AVhltc Calls for Aid 


Half a .score , of people strolling 
along the shore saw the boat-shoot 
clown stream regardless of tho rower's, 
attempt to ."steer" it straight across. 
Leland Percy, another youthful wiU 
r.fHS, tells graphically how .the boat 
poised stern foremost On the top of 
the dam held for a time by the almost 
superhuman efforts of the occupant. 
White forced the oars against the top 
of the dam and cal-ls-d.loudly for aid.
